Coffee County 
Commissioners approved 
the Fiscal Year 2022 bud- 
get Monday morning, Sept. 
13, during the regular bi- 
monthly meeting, and with 
that approval, employees 
will see a pay increase. 

The overall budget 
expenditures approved 
for the fiscal year were 
$25,221,996.16, and county 
administrator Rod Morgan 
said this included a one 
percent COLA [Cost of 
Living Adjustment] for 
employees and it added 
to new paid holidays to 
the calendar for employ- 
ees — Columbus Day and 
Juneteenth. Additionally, 
Morgan said the approved 
budget includes a one-time 


- compensation adjustment of 


$4,000 for eligible full-time 
employees and $2,000 for 
eligible part-time employ-

ees. 


After the approval of | 


the budget, several depart- 
mental heads thanked 
commissioners and said 
their employees would be 
delighted to hear that news. 

Morgan did not that effec- 
tive July 1, 2022 the budget 
makes way for some solid 
waste fee increases includ- 
ing a 50 cents per month 
increase for individual col- 
lection services and a 75 
cents per ton increase for 
tipping fees at the landfill. 

Also, during the meet- 
ing Monday morning, 
commissioners approved a 
resolution allocating up to 
$400,000 in ARP [American 
Rescue Plan] funds to pur- 
chase and equip an ambu- 
lance for Enterprise Rescue. 

The next Commission meet- 
ing will be Monday, Sept. 27, 
at 9 a.m. in the community 
room of the county complex in 
New Brockton, Ala. 
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Coffee County Commission chairman Dean Smith

Elba City Council approves resolutions during meeting 


The Elba City Council 
met Monday evening, Sept. 
13, and city clerk Sally 
Bane noted that trash pick- 
up remains behind across 
the city. 

“We are looking for a 
machine operator,” Bane 
said, 
She said the addition of 
a machine operator to the 
city’s workforce would 
allow for two trucks to be 
operated rather than just one 
to help get things caught 
up. Also, she said the city 
had placed a dumpster for 
trash behind the recycling 
building for those wanting 
to place their trash in that 
dumpster rather than leave 
it sitting beside the road at 
their residence. 

During the meeting, 
council members approved 
four resolutions, The first 


three resolutions approved 
by council members dealt 
were to provide prop- 
er language to allow for 
American Rescue Plan 
funds to be utilized for the 
purchase of the identified 
items. These expenditures 
included body cameras for 
the police department, an 
ATV for the fire depart- 
ment, and COVID personal 
protection equipment items. 

A fourth resolution 
approved the application for 
federal and state matching 
funds in Fiscal Year 2022 
for taxi-lane improvements 
at the Carl Folsom Airport. 

The city clerk noted the 
opening of two new busi- 
nesses over the past cou- 
ple of weeks in Elba. She 
said Blessed Nutrition and 
The Southern Bean had 
both recently opened in 


director James Brown deliv- 
ered slightly more optimis- 
tic news Monday morn- 
ing, Sept. 13, regarding 
COVID-19 numbers as he 
spoke at the Coffee County 
Commission meeting.

The council will hold a 
workshop Monday, Sept.

The next council meeting 
will be Monday, Sept. 27, 
at 5:30 p.m. Both the work- 
shop and council meeting 
will be at Elba City Hall.

He added that he feels 
there will probably be 
another bump higher with 
positivity rates coming due 
to the recent Labor Day 
holiday. He said rates do 
seem to go up shortly after 
a holiday, especially those 
where large gatherings are 
popular. 

Another positive deliv- 
ered by Brown to Coffee. 
County Commissioners 
involved vaccination rates 
for COVID. He said more 
people are starting to get 
vaccinated in Alabama, 
according to the numbers. 

Brown said it was only 
a slight bump up for the 
local area, but statewide, 
the numbers are looking 
much better. As of Monday 
morning, he said 51 percent 
of the eligible population 
in the state had received 
at least one dose of the 
COVID vaccine while 40 
percent had been fully vac- 
cinated. 

“We still have more work 
to do in our area, however,” 
Brown said. 

He noted, as of Monday’s | 
report, that 37.3 percent of 
the eligible population in 
Coffee County had received 
at least one vaccine dose 
while 29.78 percent were 
fully vaccinated. 

Brown said it remained 
too soon to know if the 
downward trend with posi- 
tivity rates and hospitaliza- 
tions would continue. He 
noted cases seemed to be 
moving northward in the 
state.

Letter to the Editor: 

I recently responded to 
an email addressing several 
concerns about the condi- 
tions of our city and that 
has prompted me to submit 
this letter to the editor. 

It is obvious that our city 
streets are in terrible condi- 
tion, The pavement had 
to be broken up in order 
to replace water lines and 
sewer lines in our infra- 
structure projects. When 
those projects are complete 
the street repairs will be 
made. In addition, the 
state highway department 
has promised resurfacing 
some of the state highways 
from Highway 84 (203) 
into town. 

The water lines that are 
leaking water around town 
is also a result of the same 
water project and this is 
being addressed as time 
permits. We ran into a 
major problem with our 
water recently because of 
damage to one of our wells. 
This has not only required 
outside help, but also adds 
another burden to our water 
department by taking away 
our workers who would 
normally be able to repair 
broken water lines. We 
are trying our best to make 
sure that everyone has 
water to their homes and 
businesses even as we deal 
with broken water lines. 

Weeds on the sidewalk 
and a lot of other problems 
associated with the street 
department are a result of 
several things. One is the 
lack of help. Up until this 
year we have depended on 
workers from the Work 
Release Center. We are not 
able to get as many work- 
ers from there as in the 
past and we have difficulty 


finding people willing to 
work. The other problem is 
the amount of work added 
because of the FEMA buy- 
out program. The depart- 
ment that is charged with 
regular street related work 
is the same department 
charged with demolition of 
FEMA homes that do not 
have asbestos. They have 
also inherited all the FEMA 
lots that have to be mowed. 
We haye not been able to 
find anyone with a CDL 
to drive our second trash 
truck, The amount of trash 
has been more than normal, 
and we only have one trash 
truck operating. We have 
the second truck we just 
need a qualified operator. 

The Chamber of 
Commerce building demo- 
lition should be done in the 
near future. We have to 
bid that project out because 
it will require a contractor 
who is qualified to deal 
with asbestos. 

We will address the 
unsightly grass and weeds 
along our new Highway 84 
with the highway depart- 
ment. This is not a city 
street, but we do want it to 
be maintained better. For 
the city to do it will pos- 
sibly require a new piece of 
equipment. 

There is light at the end 
of the tunnel. The tunnel 


is just longer than we wish 
it were.

Encourage your friend or family member to enter counseling for their 
loss. Professional help is one of the best ways to help work through 
such grief and finding practical and professional mental health support 
can be the difference between moving through grief with grace or 
sinking deeper into despair. If needed, volunteer to go with them to a

The Elba Tigers raced out 
to a lopsided 48-0 halftime 
lead and coasted in with a 
48-12 region win over the 
Zion Chapel Rebels, Friday 
night at Green Memorial 
Stadium, at Jack. 

Elba received _ the 
opening kickoff and 
wasted little time getting 
on the scoreboard as the 
Tigers went 52 yards in 
three plays to reach the 
endzone. JT Coleman 
rushed for 44 yards on two 
carries and scored the Tiger 
touchdown on an 8-yard 
dash, while Alex Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point to 
put Elba on top 7-0 with 
11:04 remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Elba began its next 
possession at the Zion 
Chapel 41-yardline after 
a short punt and again 
needed three plays to reach 
paydirt. The score came on 
a 32-yard touchdown toss 
from Brayden Johnson to 
Chrystyile Caldwell, and 
Wisecup again added the 
extra-point to push the 
Tigers lead to 14-0 with 
8:22 left in the quarter. 

Elba started its third 
offensive series at its own 
18-yardline after another 
Rebel punt and this time 
needed four plays to 
cover the 82 yards to the 
endzone. A 62-yard pass 
completion from Johnson 
to Peyton McCart was a 
big play in the long scoring 
drive, while the touchdown 
came on a 15-yard gallop 
by Chrystyile Caldwell. 
Wisecup’s extra-point was 
successful, and with 6:07 
left in the opening quarter 
the Tigers were already in 
command with a 21-0 lead. 

Elba punted on its next 
possession after being 
backed up by a major 
distance penalty, but 
regained possession at its 
own 32-yardline on a pass 
interception by Peyton 
McCart, and went 68 yards 
in three plays to add to 
its lead. The score came 
on a 60-yard sprint down 
the sidelines by Chrystyile 
Caldwell, and while the 
extra-point try failed, the 
Tigers were on top 27-0 
with 11:02 remaining in the 
second quarter.
